Co, 
Washington —(CPA)— If there ev- 


er was a time when a national ad- 


-, ministration was justified in keeping 
•fcout of primary contests, it is the 


jear 1930. For the phenomenon has 
occurred that all factions are per 
fectly satisfied to keep the adminis- 
tration out at the same time that 
the president is most anxious to be 
Kept out of all entanglements. 


Usually, the objection to a presi- 


dent's getting mixed up in primary 
campaign quarrels is that ultimately 
the man who conies to the senate 
may be the one who did not receive 
administration support and then an- 
other insurgent is added to the list 
of presidential troubles. 


This year, however, the adminis- 


tration iLself is none too strong 
a vote getter because of economic 
conditions and while this is a diffi- 
cult factor to evaluate most of the 
contestants are satisfied to keep it 
out of the calculations 
altogether. 


Then too the administration's por- 
tion on prohibition is hardly help- 
ful to any of the candidates in the 
cast who are running on a wet plat- 
form. As for the west there is some 
criticism already of the tariff bill 
which it is "assumed Mr. Hoover will 
sign. Hence the tendency is to keep 
that issue in the background as much 
as possible. 


FACTIONALISM SPREADS 


Factionalism inside the Republican 


party which used to be characteris- 
tic of campaigns for the senate in 
agricultural states, with a line up 
between regulars and insurgents cor- 
responding more or less to support 
of the opposition to the national Re- 
publican administration, has spread 
to the east where Republicans are 
lighting it out, along different lines 
to be sure but with the same break- 
up into groups that has given the 
United States senate so many minor- 
ity choices from the ranks of Re- 
publicanism.

FULL EVACUATION 


OF GERMANY NEAR 


Withdrawal of Last French 


Troops Entering Its Fina 
Stages 


Mayence, Germany —W)— Eva 


cuation of the Khineland 
by 
the 


French army of occupation today en 
tered upon its last phase. 
With 


homeward movement of the first of 
40,000 troops, complete evacuation 
was scheduled before June 30. 


The French war office made It 


known that Weisbaden, 
Mayence 


and other large cities would not be 
liberated until the very end. 


In spite of repeated attempts of 


the German authorities to obtain in- 
formation, the native population to 
day remained in ignorance of the 
schedule of troop movements. 


About 2,000 men received orders to 


march during the remainder of May 
This contingent included S50 frorr 
Zweibruecken, 750 from Landau, ISO 
from Germcrsheim and the rest from 
Speyer, Neustadt, and ICaiserlautern 


The officers have been instructed 


to arrange that the "evacuation be 
conducted so worthily that the pop 
ulatioii of the occupied area may 
receive the best possible impression 
of France's victorious troops." 


During the recent months about 


20,000 troops have been withdrawn. 


SAYS CONGRESS PARTLY 


RULED BY DRY LEAGUE 


Washington—M3)—The charge that 


congress was to a "certain extent" 
under the control of the Anti-Saloon 
league was made in the house today 
by Representative Mary T. Norton, 
Democrat, New Jersey.

She asked for consideration of her 


resultion to provide a national pro- 
hition referendum, maintaining that 
it was "as much a resolution for the 
drys as for the wots." 


"I have a great respect for my 


colleagues in this house," Mrs. Nor 
ton said, "and I feel certain many 
of you would like to be relieved of 
the unsavory label of the Anti-Saloon 
league, whose business transactions 
as disclosed by recent testimony be 
fore the senate lobby committee, con 
clusively proves this organization to 
be what we have always suspected 
t to be, an organization of clever 
men, who prey upon ignorance and 
prejudice for their personal gain."

fact as 


much a defense of the 
church's 


position as would be accomplished 
by a trial committee." 


The report included a letter of 


•Bishop Cannon, which persuaded the 
committee to rescind its action. "I 
now realize the impropriety of such 
transactions," 
the 
bishop 
wrote, 


"and am sorely grieved that they 
have brought pain and embarrass- 
ment to the church." 


These statements were repeated by 


Bishop Cannon orally today. "1 de- 
sire," he said, "in the presence of 
the members of this body to reiter- 
ate face to face the statmcnts in 
my letter to the committee.

untimely death the tariff conferees 
of the senate today sought a com- 
promise adjustment of their disput- 
es With the house. 


A meeting of both house and sen- 


£te managers was called for late In 
tbe afternoon to take up anew the 
task of settling the differences of 
the two branches of congress. Fin- 
al congressional action before the 
end of the week was predicted. 


Two disagreements remained to 


be composed. These concerned the 
senate's amendments attaching the 
export debenture plan to the bill and 
revoking the authority of the presi- 
dent to make emergency changes in 
customs rates. 


The Republican leaders favored a 


plan under which the former would 
be abandoned and a compromise 
worked out on the latter. However 
the flexible provision adopted by the 
house is much broader in its scope 
than that of the existing law and a 
new difficulty presented .'tself In in- 
dications the house conferees might 
insist upon the retention of the claus- 
es approved by the branch of con- 
gress. 


The death of the bill was averted 


by the narrowest possible margin 
late yesterday "uheri Vice President 
Curtis broke a -12-42 tie and voted 
to free the senate's conferees from 
a previous agreement binding them 
not to recede from the senate's flex- 
ible amendments. 
A few minutes 


before the senate had voted 43 to 
41 to release its conferees from a 
similar restriction with respect to 
the Debenture amendments.

If the average man realizes this 


ho may come near to understanding 
tho cause of the confusion in indus- 
try which confronts us, Lee H. Mil 
ler, chief engineer and organizer of 
the American Institute of Steel Con 
struction, told the Associated Press 
today. 


"Humanity ha.s caught itself in a 


grip of steel so tremendous that the 
future of everyone is uncertain, from 
the banker down to the 
laboring 


man," Miller said. 


"As a result of the immensity oC 


the steel industry we are unable to 
see what is going on and I believe 
we are on the threshold of moving 
from one 
civilization 
to 
another,

"Steel has brought us to the point 


where we can construct our build- 
ings without windows and ventilate 
them artificially at a lower original 
and maintenance cost than if win- 
dows were placed in them.

Over-crowding and F i r e

Half of Cases 


How many state prisons In the 
United States offer 
fire 
hazards 
similar to those at the antiquated 
Ohio 
penitentiary 
at 
Columbus, 


"where 320 men died in the nation's 
worst prison tragedy? 
The following- nation-wide survey 
represents an attempt by Post-Cres- 
cent arid NEA Service to find out. 
A'early every state is represented, 
with especial attention being- paid 
io such points as congestion, sani- 
tation and the relative newness of 
the prison buildings. 
Few 
generalizations 
can 
be 
drawn from the survey. 
In 
approximately 
half 
of 
the 
cases, the prisons are reported an- 
tiquated and badly crowded. In oth- 
TS it was said that the prisons are 
new, 
modern, fireproof, and adequate 
to house all their inmates. In a few 
states "model prisons" are report- 
ed; in a few others, conditions near- 
ly as bad as those at Columbus are 
disclosed. 


Only on one point do practically 
all states agree. 
In nearly every 
case the prison population has in- 
creased enormously during the last 
10 years. Prisons that were large 
enough in 1320 have become Inade- 
quate. 
The following 
survey indicates 
that there are a good many prisons 
in the United States where a trag- 
edy similar to that 
at 
Columbus 
could occur at any time:

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LONDON NAVAL TREATY 


The big navy interests are showing 


their hand and their teeth at the senate 
hearing on the London naval 
treaty. 


Rear Admiral Hilary P. Jones led off 
with an assertion that the cruiser pro- 
vision of the treaty was unsatisfactory, 
chiefly because it does not permit us to 
have eight inch guns exclusively. Rear 
Admiral Mark L. Bristol, head of the 
general board of the navy, 
testified 


that he favored the eight inch guns as 
against the six and eight inches pro- 
vided for. The general board has just 
come out in support of this view. 


Last fall the general board approved 


the combination of six and eight inch 
guns and so advised the American dele- 
gation to London. 
Why this right- 


about-face after the treaty is complet- 
ed and signed? Does the general board 
know what it really does want?. 
In 


explanation 
of the inconsistency of 


which it evidently is guilty, the gener- 
al board says the first position was 
adopted "reluctantly." 
If this is the 


case the question arises, just how often 
does' the general board adopt resolu- 
tions against its judgment or indorse 
policies which it' is in doubt about? 
Just how much reliance can the coun- 
try place on a board of this type? 


Other admirals have testified that in 


their opinion the combination of six 
and eight inch guns for cruisers was 
preferable to eight inch only. 
Secre- 


tary 
Stimson has been studying the 


naval question for a year and so has 
Secretary Adams of the navy. 
Both 


men are highly competent to judge 
naval problems from all angles, pro- 
fessional, strategic, political. They fa- 
vor the treaty as written. 
So docs 


Mr. Morrow, General Dawes and Am- 
bassador Gibson, all highly competent 
and intelligent men. 
So do the naval 


advisers who attended the delegation, 
with the sole exception of 
Admiral 


Jones who left when the negotiations 
were hardly under way. Delegate rep- 
resentatives of the two major parties 
from the senate approve all phases of 
the agreement. 


Without doubt the treaty is not per- 


fect. 
It represents compromises by 


each of the signatories. This is the only 
way a controversial subject can ever 
be reduced to a formula of mutual ac- 
ceptance. 
Illustrating the fact 
that 


arms 
limitations 
require 
conces- 


sions and can only be achieved in a 
spirit of conciliation was the declara- 
tion in Washington by Admiral Jones 
that we had been outmaneuvered at 
the conference and that the treaty was 
a victory for England, whereas in Lon- 
don on the same' clay Mr. Winston 
Churchill, before the house 
of com- 


mons, stated that England had 
been 


outmaneuvered and that the treaty 
"represents a great surrender to the 
United States. 


It is quite evident that had these two 


men been entrusted with the respon- 
sibility of negotiating a treaty there 
would have been no treaty. The Unit- 
ed States would be free to build as 
many ships as it cared to with no re- 
strictions on size or guns. The navies 
of the world would be left to competi- 
tion and under such leadership as 
Jones and Churchill typify, it would 
be a race to the finish with the United 
States finishing" first after tremendous- 
ly heavy expenditures. , If Jones 
and 


Churchill were not running the 
two 


countries then, in the absence of the 
treaty, we would probably go along as 
we always have with a navy palpably 
inferior to that of Great Britain. 
We 


have subsisted for nearly a .century 
«ld a half with an inferior navy and 
would have managed to hold our own 
'on the high -seas in every crisis.

In 
the face of these facts a few cantanker- 
ous navy men and politicians quibble 
about whether the power of the two 
navies is a ship this way or a ship that 
way or a gun of this size or a gun of 
that size. 


We do not think the 
American 


people give a tinker's damn about 
this hair-splitting. 
They are per- 


fectly satisfied 
that if we 
build 


up to the strength authorized by 
the London treaty we can 
hold 


our own with any nation on earth 
and probably lick it, and that our na- 
tional defense is guaranteed 100 per 
cent. If the world is ever going to 
make a start toward navy reduction 
and sensible armament, how can it be 
done in any other way than by an hon- 
est effort to approximate equality? 
Whether the scales balance to an exact 
ounce is not of the slightest impor- 
tance. They are so well adjusted now 
that authorities in both England and 
the United States believe the other has 
an advantage. The defects of the treaty 
are trivial. 
In its main aspects it is 


sound. No greater calamity, not only to 
the" country but to the cause of inter- 
national understanding and rational 
armament, could happen than to have 
the big navy crowd wreck the treaty. 


The American people do not believe 


they are threatened by'any nation on 
earth. If we build up to the provisions 
of the treaty we will have the greatest 
navy we have ever had and relatively 
by far the strongest. What more do 
our jingoes want than this? A fe\v of 
them assert that it is wrong to raise 
the Japanese proportion to 70 per cent 
on the theory that we could not wage 
successfully a war in the Orient. We 
might lose the Philippines. We won- 
der how many Americans would like to 
hang on to the Philippines at the price 
of a. naval burden that would become 
a national hardship? Are we to build 
our navy to make a colony out of the 
Philippines? There are plenty of loyal 
Americans who would like to get rid 
of the islands at any price. 
We got 


along without them before 1898 and 
we can get along without them in 
the future. 
If, however, we wish to 


keep them or they wish us to act as 
their suzerain lord, the chances are 
about one in SO that Japan would ever 
give us the lasting affront of trying to 
take them away from us. The day of 
conquests so brazen and offensive 
as 


this has passed. 


As the New York World remarks, 


the real friends of the navy are in fa- 
vor of this treaty. 
They hold that 


it authorizes a fleet adequate to every 
requirement the American navy may 
have to meet that is humanly possible 
to foresee. 
The opponents of the 


treaty will be found to consist princi- 
pally of our jingoes, rigid isolationists 
and Old world haters. They want what 
they want regardless of the rights or 
needs of other nations. Only a clear- 
cut "victory" at London would have 
satisfied them. We believe, with others, 
that if the big navy interests wreck 
this treaty they will become a greater 
menace to peace and to our national 
welfare than the British and Japanese 
fleets combined.

In days of old when kids caught 


cold and flannels held their sway- 
spasmodic 
croup was eo common 


that I found it convenient to carry 
in my medicine satchel emergency 
remedies for its relief. Today I am 
not accepting night calls, I fervantly 
thank heaven, and maybe it only 
seems so to me. but I gather from 
shop talk that croup is comparative- 
ly rare now. Why? My own idea 


!•* that croup prevails inversely as 
tho square of tho fear of exposure 
to cold, youngsters who suffered an 
attack of spasmodic croup with each 
fresh cri (if you follow me) were in- 
deed out of luck, for even if a fond 
parent or grandparent wero tenta- 
tively weighing the advisibility of 
letting the poor kids go out to play 
a while, a croupy bark along toward 
evening was enough to bring an ad- 
verso decision. So such youngsters 
wero seldom permitted to get the 
remedy needed most. Do you remem- 
ber tho miraculous recovery of the 
tailor from the last stages of some- 
thing when ho consumed the pork 
and beans, and the illogical demise 
of the blacksmith from a mere in- 
digestion when the doctor made him 
tnko tho same remedy? 


Ono cold night I returned from a 


visit in tho country—to a patient, 
y'underfitand—unhitched the sorrel 
and bedded her down and left her 
an extra pan of oats and went in 
the houfio to find our own bimbo 
staging a beautiful attack of croup. 
Don't ask how come—I was young 
then and rather inclined to accept 
whatever the elder doctors taught 
me, without thinking much about 
it. Well, anyway, I wrapped the 
baby in a blanket, her mother had 
already 
applied 
cold 
compresses 


about the throat, and I sat in the 
open window with her. The house 
was steam heated. The clear cold 
moist air gace prompt relief; you 
know, or you ought to know, that 
cold moist air is sedative, soothing 
in effect. Probably our indoor air 
was- too warm 
and too dry; the 


stoam heat was plentiful and cheap 
and we were not so pernickety about 
air conditioning- in those days—we 
didn't know enough to try to condi- 
tion the air. 


Another thing we knew nothing 


about was vitamins. 


Another was the importance of 


exposure to sunlight. 


I have a mere theory of my own, 


without any definite scientific evi- 
dence to support it, that one differ- 
ence between foul or vitiated or bad 
air and fresh or pure air ie that 
fresh air carries the ultraviolet or 
vitamin A influence, even tho there 
be no direct sunlight at the moment. 
Anyway, that's one reason why I 
like fresh air wherever and when- 
ever I can get it. 


From animal experimentation at 


least wo aro warranted In the belief 
that any deficiency of vitamin A not 
only prevents tho development or 
immunity against upper respiratory 
infections but favors the enlarge- 
ment of adenoid or lymphoid tissue 
in tonsils and elsewhere. 


So -wo have a definite reason for 


saying that fresh air, sunshine and 
foods that contain vitamin A pre- 
vent and cure enlarged tonsils and 
adenoids, and in my own opinion 
tho same things prevent and cure 
oroup, where a child is subject to 
that quaint nnd distressing malady. 
By quaint mean it is out of fashion 
now. Pooplo are less and less afraid 
of fresh air.

men,

with the outside world and many of

Radio seta are to be installed In 


isolated mountain homes here and 
there throughout the country by the 
United States office of education, to 
get the reaction of these rather primi- 
ive folk to radio. It will throw light 
on the possibilities of radio as 
a 


medium of educating these people, 
•who know little about "book learn- 
ing," and who ha^ e gathered what- 
ever worldly knowledge they have 
through the spoken word. 


These battery sets have been do- 


nated to the interior department by 
the Uinted States chamber of com- 
merce. 
The department is di=tribu- 


ting them through the office of edu- 


cation and variout state universities 
for installation In typical mountain- 
eer homes in remote areas. Some of 
tho sets, too, are to be plared 
in 


hornet of n^n-Enplish «=pr"iiJne fo 
eigners in large cities, for the same 
purpose. 


As an educational experiment the 


undertaking is unique, according to 
Dr. L,. K. Alderman, 
specialist in 


adult education of the office of edu- 
cation 
He said it is "one of 
the 


mo^t and truly scientific approaches 
to the correlation of radio and edu- 
cation in its widest meaning 
yet 


attempted." 


MONTHS FOB RESULTS 


It will be months before any real 


results will be derived from these ex- 
periments, Dr. Alderman said. "When 
the educator can go into a home Iso- 
lated from the outside world 
for 


generations, where no one can read 
and write and see what changes are 
wrought in its habits and outlook 
through music and the spoken word 
coming direct from, points of highest

Washington—(CPA)— The June 


graduation and wedding trade is now 
in full swing, but its volume this 
year is of considerably smaller pro- 
portions than usual. None the less it 
is accounting for a fair total of dol- 
lar receipts. 


The higher 
priced luxury pur- 


chases are as 
numerous and as 


large as ever. 
It is in what the 


jewelry trade calls its "bread and 
butter" business that the slump is 
noticeable. That is, the volume of 
purchases up to $25 each in value 
have shown a disposition to fall off. 


In the apparel trades this is also 


true to a certain extent. The sweet 
girl graduate this season is wearing 
less simple models and most of them 
are of inexpensive materials. 
The 


same may be said of youth's cloth- 
ing-. The volume of cuff links, rings, 
watches and other gifts, which nor- 
mally are bought at graduation time, 
is falling far below that of last year. 


The higher priced pieces'of jewel- 


ry and the 
wedding gifts 
chosen 


with little regard to expense 
are 


maintaining a satisfactory level. 


Platinum-set precious stones 
are 


moving as fast as they were in 1929. 
This trend is being aided by the 
change in jewelry styles, both in the 
cutting and setting.of jewels. ^The 
cabouchon and melon cuts and the 
angular jewelry designs have made 
many pieces old-fashioned and a fine 
volume of business is being done in 
resetting such ornaments. 


FLAT SILVER POPULAR 


The popularity of flat silver for 


gifts is increasing. Large manufac- 


^"uring jewelers declare that 
more 


"people are using sterling silver than 


ever before. They give full credit for 
this to the bureau of standards. For- 
merly, they say, each maker 
was 


continually rushing out with a new 
design to get ahead of his compet- 
itors. Most of them put out a new 
design at least once a year. This 
cost large sums for special tools and 
equipment and produced a. conglom- 
erate mass of designs. The makers 
finally got tobether with the bureau 
of standards and as a result they now 
put out a design every five years 
and at 
the end of this five-year 


period the design is retired.

FIND SOLUTION TO 


DRY LAW PROBLEM 


Loss of Memory Is Complete 


in Some Localities, Ob- 
server Says

Sheboygan—(CPA)—One year with- 


out a state prohibition enforcement 
statute, has convinced some of the 
medium sized cities 
of Wisconsin 


that there Is a solution to the pro- 
hibition puzzle. 


Their conviction on this score ap>- 


parently gvows from the belief that 
the federal Volstead act, to all in- 
tents and purposes, went 
up the 


flue with the Severson law, which 
previous to obliteration by the leg- 
islature, had been used on occasion 
against violators. 


Right now, in these parts, is no- 


ticeable probably the most complete 
loss of memory concerning prohibi- 
tion to be found anywhere in the 
country. It simply isn't recalled so 
far as practical application is con- 
cerned. 


The old-fashioned saloon is pret- 


ty much back in vogue. 
Bootleg- 


gers are out, except to supply cer- 
tain hard liquors for which there 
is not a great call. Here you have 
the old German bar-keep with his 
expansive front 
and jolly 
visage. 


There is the free lunch with its 
pretzels, rye bread, sausage and va- 
rious cheeses. Bars are polished as 
spick and span as in days past, while 
the brass rail is just as shiny. 


There is nothing about the Wis- 


consin saloons as discovered in sev- 
eral of the'cities, suggestive of the 
speakeasies of Chicago, New York 
and other cities. 
They are out in 


the open, not hidden. None of the 
usual hokus pokus is required of 
strangers for admittance. 


SOME IS BREWERY BEER 
The bere, which is the principal 


drink in these German communities, 
often is brewery beer. It is almost 
shockingly cheap when 
compared 


with prohibition prices in other sec- 
tions. Bottled beer usually is twenty 
five cents a bottle of two and one- 
half glasses. On tap it comes at 10 
or fifteen cents a drink depending 
on the size of the offering. 
Hard 


liquor may be had over the bar with 
the beer, but it is not in heavy de- 
mand, according to local testimony. 


In Sheboygan two of the principal 


saloons are just off the main street. 
One has curtains, the other not even 
that much protection from the eyes 
of pedestrians. A police call box is 
located not ten feet from these em- 
poriums and it was revealing to sec 
an officer pull 
his call and then 


walk by the saloon, waving his greet- 
ing to a friend who sat in the win- 
dow with a seidle of beer. 


Citizens testify that crime is not 


a community problem. 
They have 


a few drunks on Monday morning 
but for the most part the jail is 
empty. A murder in tlic town sev- 
eral months ago still causes some 
agitation. 


An indication 
of the 
sentiment 


which brought repeal of the Wiscon- 
sin enforcement statute may lie in 
a poll on the subject of prohibition 
.just completed by the Sheboygan 
Press. This is the city's one paper 
and it sought the opinion 
of its 


readers, fifty seven of whom voted 
for enforcement of the Volstead act, 
while 14S voted for modification and 
SS9 wanted outright repeal. 


Wisconsin, even in Milwaukee a 


city of a half million people, is with- 
out the serious gang trouble of oth- 
er states, although this is attribut- 
able primarily to an unusually effi- 
cient system of justice. From ap- 
pearances, sections of the state have 
let prohibition slip into the back- 
ground.
